A Trades Journal” remarks that it is somewhat 
ee ae singular that in spite of the multiplication of 
a . ice works, and the enormous increase of the 
— demand for ice, there is not a single refrigerator 

car in all India for the transport of perishable goods. It is said that, 
when Mr. H. T. Lemesurier was agent of the Great Indian Peninsula 
Railway, a closed waggon was suitably lined with non-conductors 
and used between Bombay and Poona for the conveyance of fish, 
fruit, and other perishable goods, but it seems that the experiment 
was not continued, although since Mr. Lemesurier left India in 
1877 the production of ice has enormously increased. ‘There are 
now much stronger reasons for the provision of refrigerator cars 
than existed 24 years ago, and one of them is the state of the 
milk supply. The stables in which milch cattle are kept in 
Bombay are far from offering the most wholesome conditions of 
life to the cattle, and to the surrounding neighbourhood. On the 
other hand there exist between Bombay and Ahmedabad excellent 
pasture lands and all the best and cheapest means of milk pro- 
duction; but difficulties of transport involving many hours of 
travel in an unprotected closed waggon render the carriage of milk

so hazardous as to discourage the most enterprising dealer. It 
seems that already the requirements of Bombay in milk and of the 
mofussil (up-country) towns in ice should encourage the Bombay, 
Baroda and Central India Railway to line a couple of closed 
waggons with a suitable insulator, and coat them with a durable 
lime-wash on the outside, for the ice, milk and fruit business. 
Bombay ice can be made at a price that will bear the charges of 
transport to considerable distances, although by the present 
methods it loses as much as 25 per cent. of its bulk in a long 
railway journey. There are many other articles that suffer severely 
during a railway journey in closed waggons on account of the 
very high temperature that must prevail within.

M. Decrais, adds the journal, 
has also granted a concession of 3,000,000 hectares (7,410,000 
acres) of any land M. Empain chooses to select between the rivers 
Bandamia and Comoe. In return, M. Empain undertakes to find 
capital in aid of the French Ethiopian railways. 


FRENCH INDO-CHINA. 


According to the “Revue du Commerce Extérieur ” of Paris, the 
Railwa. construction of the railway in Yunnan has been 
Mate ‘ae authorised. The terms of the agreement 

: between the Governor-General of Indo-China 

and the contractor are as follows: —The contractor is to construct, 
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at his own expense, risk and peril, the line of railway from Lao- 
Kay to Yunnan-Sen, a distance of about 291 miles. 

The railway from Haiphong to Lao-Kay 239 miles, is delivered 
to the contractor by the Governor-General. The whole line from 
Haiphong to Yunnan-Sen is conceded for a period of 75 
years, to be worked at the expense and risk of the contractor, with 
division of profits between him and the Government of Indo- 
China. The building capital of the railway and working capital 
of the entire line amount to 4,061,0001. 


Writing on the same subject, “‘ La Quinzaine Coloniale ” says that 
New Market the utility of the line from Lao-Kay to Yunnan- 
for Goods Sen has been demonstrated, and that it is 
, destined to be the means of an industrial and 
commercial conquest in Yunnan. The statistics of the transit 
trade of Tonkin show that Yunnan has a capacity for consumption 
greatly superior to what has been generally believed, and her 
agricultural products and live stock can provide the elements of an 
important traffic. Besides, her immense mineral riches exploited 
by modern methods will add to the value of the line. This opens 
a new market for steel and iron, rolling-stock, tools, lime, cement, 
and explosives.

published in the “Bulletin Commercial”

Cement, window-glass, ceramic tiles, preserves, and hardware 
(locks, kitchen utensils of enamelled iron). 
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The following particulars concerning the cement trade of Natal 
are from a report by the Belgian Consul at Durban, published in 
the “ Bulletin Commercial” (Brussels) of 19th inst. :— 

Consumption—The cement trade of Natal, and indeed all other 
parts of South Africa, is now of considerable importance. The 
majority of buildings are constructed with an exterior covering of 
cement to protect the mortar joining the bricks. Taking into 
consideration the great development of the building industry at 
Durban, and the large number of works projected by the Govern- 
ment and the various municipalities in Natal, it is evident that the 
year 1902 and onwards will be exceptionally favourable for the 
importation of this article. 

Importation.—The whole of the cement consumed in Natal is at 
present imported. It appears, however, that a company has 
recently been formed there to manufacture cement, and it is said 
that the initial results are satisfactory. The following table shows 
the quantity and value of cement imported into Natal, distinguish- 
ing the countries of origin, in each of the years 1898, 1899, and 
1900, and also in the first six months of 1901 :—

As can be seen from the above table the principal countries 
exporting cement to Natal are Belgium, Germany, and the United 
Kingdom. Several brands of Belgian cement are, according to 
the Belgian Consul, greatly appreciated. There is a tendency, 
however, in favour of German cements, which are invading 
more and more the South African market. There are two 
reasons stated in explanation of the preference accorded to 
German brands, viz. :— 

1. The uniform quality. 

2. The great care taken by German firms to fulfil the conditions 
of the contracts of the different South African administrations. 

In connection with this matter the following information as to 
the requirements of the conditions of contract for the town of 
Durban may be of interest :— 

Testing.—Ior testing purposes, blocks are made and exposed to 
the air for a day to allcw them to set. They are then placed in 
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moulds and plunged into water for six days, immediately after 
which they are tested. If the average block is unable to withstand 
a pressure of 743 lbs. per 2} square inches, i.e., 330 lbs. per square 
inch, the cement is refused. The machine used in Natal for 
testing purposes is “ Bailey’s Patent Cement Tester.” : 

The cement must be of a blueish colour ard weigh not more 
than 112 lbs. per bushel. It must be finely ground and give not 
more than seven per cent. residue from a sieve of 2,500 holes, or 
50 holes to the lineal inch, nor more than 25 per cent. from a sieve 
of 4,900 holes, or 70 to the lineal inch. 

Samples for testing will be taken from three barrels chosen at 
hazard from each lot of 100 barrels. In cases where the trials of 
each of these lots of 100 barrels do not give satisfaction, the entire 
lot would be refused and tle contractor required to remove it 
immediately at his own expense, the administration reserving the 
right to annul the rest of the contract. 

Price.—The gross price varies from 9s. 6d. to 11s. 1d. per barrel 
delivered on the quay. ‘The retail price varies from 14s. to 16s., 
according to the brand. English cement is the dearest. 

Importers.—The principal firms in Durban importing cement as 
a rule make their purchases through a branch establishment or an 
agent in England. 

Import Duty.—According to the tariff of the South African 


Customs Union, the import duty on cement is at the rate of 6d. 
per 100 Ibs. (English), . 
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The following particulars relating to articles manufactured in 
foreign countries and now being used by the Chinese, are contained 
in a recent report by the United States Consul at Newchwang. 


The Consul states that one of the marked features of the trade 
in most of the articles referred to below is the inferior quality of 
the goods. Cheapness seems to be the predominating characteristic. 
This is especially true of Japanese productions. 


The Japanese are imitating a vast number of foreign goods and 
putting a cheaper quality on the market; they are especially 
shrewd in imitation of brands. 

Something of the expansion and diversification of the trade of 
Japan will be observed from the great variety of articles she sells 
to China. Japan understands the nature and character of the 
Chinese, makes a close study of the requirements, and caters to 
the peculiar artistic taste of the masses and their desire for very 


cheap goods. 


It is one of the traits of the Chinese to handle the things they 
use very carefully, and hence cheap and, poorly made articles will 
last much longer in service than with most people, 

This characteristic makes the Chinese market for flimsy, gaudy, 
and cheap articles a good one in many descriptions of goods. Itis 
not, however, applicable to all branches, for the trade-mark of 
substantial and satisfactory products has a greater value in China 
than in most countries. 


The Chinese have an intense love for pictures and artistic orna- 
mentation, such as flowers and figures on hand mirrors, wash 
basins, pitchers, &c. Those desiring to manufacture for the 
Chinese trade should make a careful study of this trait of their 
character, as in most things it will materially improve the sale of 
their goods. Articles that are to be sold in packages should always 
be ornamented to suit the Chinese taste. 


This Chinese regard for ornaments and pictures of a cheap 
nature will be appreciated by observing the sale in the streets 
of every Chinese city of pictures and posters, such as are spread 
broadcast in other countries free. 


While the trade in China in some of the things mentioned 
below is quite limited, in others it is very extensive; for instance, 
the sale of matches is said to amount to about 2,500,000 haikwan 
taels (about 280,000/.) worth annually. Other goods, the Consul 
estimates, sell annually as follows :—

There is a constant increase in the variety of imports into China, 
and one of the causes of success in French trade, and still more in 
German trade, is the attention given to the desires and wants of 
the Chinese in regard to small goods, and the ornamentation 
of goods and packages. The number of Germans in China who 
are establishing themselves in business is increasing very fast. 

One of the peculiar features of the trade in China is the great 
quantity of old iron imported—plates, tubes, waggon ties, horse- 
shoes, railway spikes, wire rope, hoops, and general scrap iron. 
This is worked over, welded together, and put to various uses in 
the small blacksmith shops throughout the country. It illustrates 
the intense economy of the people and the small value of labour. 

The Consul further emphasises the value of a careful study of 
Chinese ideas and prejudices in matters of advertising; for 
instance, in condensed milk. The Chinese have the idea that milk 
revives the youthful powers, and that it has special virtue as winter 
food for old people. Pictures and characters illustrating this idea, 
as well as the value of it for baby food, will without doubt increase 
the sale. Proper advertising is of immense value in China, for 
fads and prejudices are more tenacious there than elsewhere. 

It is an easy matter to send to China an article that will not be 
used ; for instance, spoons made according to the foreign model 
are disliked, while those made after the Chinese form are increasing 
rapidly in sales. 

The country is being flooded with frauds and imitations. ‘To 
avoid such imitations, every brand should have Chinese characters 
on the labels, and these labels should be properly recorded and 
protected at a Consulate. ; 

Hong Kong and Canton are putting up fruits, vegetables, fish, 
birds, &c., in tins for the Chinese trade, and these goods are 
securing an extended market, and it may be that there are possi- 
bilities for considerable trade in a very cheap description of canned 
fruits. Most Chinese fruits are coarse and of poor flavour, but 
cheapness is the main feature in the food supply of China, as well 
as in most things consumed by the Chinese, and whatever is 
imported must be cheap.

receipt of a copy of a General Order of the Commissioners of H.M. 

Customs respecting the duties leviable on certain fruits. The 
Order states :— 

(1) That apricots, crystallised or glacé, cannot be considered as 
embraced in the exception, “tinned and bottled apricots, in syrup 
or water,” in sub-section (2) of Section 2 of the Finance Act, 1901, 
and must therefore be assessed to duty at the rate of 7s. per cwt. 

(2) That, in regard to boxes of mixed fruits, such as ‘“ Metz 
fruits assorted,” and bottled “assorted fruits in syrup,” containing 
articles liable to two or more distinct rates of duty, the Board of 
Customs have no alternative but to direct that duty on the whole 
be levied at the highest rate. 

It is to be understood, however, that if the various kinds of 
goods be packed separately, or in such a manner that an account 
can be taken of each kind, the goods are to be assessed to duty 
accordingly.

MEXICO. 
The Board of Trade have received, through the Foreign Office, a 
Seiten - memorandum by Mr. Biorkland, Clerk to H.M. 


Legation at Mexico, with reference to the 
magnons. Mexican Customs Regulations. The memo- 
randum summarises the salient requirements of the Customs 
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regulations (the full text in the original Spanish can always be 
seen at the Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of 
Trade) which should be known by all shippers to Mexico, and 
emphasises the necessity for the utmost care on their part in 
complying with them. The memorandum gives also some informa- 
tion as to how mistakes may be remedied (in those cases where 
this is possible), and shows the trouble and expense they are liable 
to cause, and concludes: “For the purpose of the Customs 
regulations, the consignee is the only recognised owner of the 
merchandise,” and, therefore, he is held wholly and absolutely 
responsible for any errors or mistakes that may occur in any of 
the Consular invoices or Custom-house documents.” 

Mr. Biorkland’s memorandum may be seen on application at the 
Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade, 50, 
Parliament Street, S.W., any day between the hours of 10 a.m. 
and 5 p.m. 


The memorandum above referred to has the following with reference

Consular Rees «« A Decree dated the 2nd April of the present 
; year modifies paragraph 3 of Article 78 of the 
existing regulations in that part relating to Consuls’ fees for 
legalising each set of (4) invoices in the following manner :— 

(a) If the declared value of the invoice does not exceed 100 dols., 
2 dols. 

(b) If the value exceeds 100 dols., but not 1,000 dols., 4 dols. 

(c) If over 1,000 dols., for each 500 dols. or fraction thereof, 
1 dol. 

(d) If the invoice be presented for legalisation after the first two 
days from the departure of the vessel carrying the goods, the fees 
will be charged at double the foregoing rates. 

(e) Consular invoices covering only gold or silver coin, which is 
legal currency of any country, or bills in circulation of any of the 
banks established in the Republic of Mexico in accordance with 
the Banking Law, free. 

Paragraph 6 of the same Article (78) fixes the fees to be charged 
by Consular officers for legalising any documents drawn up in 
accordance with the prescriptions enumerated in Articles 62 and 
63 of the regulations, and referring to declarations or modifications 
in Consular invoices at 2 dols. 

These values are payable in the coinage of the country where 
the Consuls reside, and are to be calculated according to the table 
of equivalent values of the Mexican dollar.”

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CHINA. 


In conformity with the provisions of the Protocol signed at Pekin 
on the 7th September, the Customs duties 
Tariff Revision. leviable on goods imported into the open ports 
of China from abroad are to be raised to rates 
equivalent to an effective 5 per cent. ad valorem, this general rate 
to apply, not only to such goods as have hitherto been charged 
with duty, but also to goods which have up till now been imported 
into China duty free. The only exceptions in this latter respect 
are in regard to rice, cereals, flour, and gold and silver in coin or 
in bullion, &c. The ad valorem rates are, as far as feasible, to be 
converted into equivalent specific rates for the various descriptions 
of goods with as little delay as possible, and Sir Alfred Batercan, 
K.C.M.G., the Comptroller-General of the Commercial, Statistical 
and Labour Departments of the Board of Trade, and Mr. E. F. Alford, 
late Chairman of the Shanghai Chamber of Commerce, have for 
some time past been eugaged on this work. 

It is provided by the Protocol, however, that the effective 5 per 
cent. duty is to come into operation two months after the date of 
the signature of the Protocol—i.e., on the 7th November—-and that 
exception is only to be made in the case of goods which were in 
transit not more than ten days after the date of signature. Pend- 
ing the conversion into specific rates the duties are to be levied 
ad valorem. 


SHIPPING AND TRANSPORT. 


GERMANY. 


The United States Consul-General at Frankfort reports under date 
Navigation of 28th August last, that the next international 
Co aioe a navigation congress will be held at Diisseldorf, 
Duneldore, 29th June to 6th July, 1902. There 
—_— will be two sections, one for inland, the other 
for ocean navigation. In the former the following will be discussed : 
Hoisting machinery; coal transportation on canals; dams ; 
mechanical starting of vessels; the utilisation of water power of 
locks for generating electricity. In the section for ocean trans- 
portation, discussion will touch upon the following subjects: The 
use of lighter ships on the seas; the construction and mainten- 
ance of dry and repair docks; the construction and cost of 
dredging machinery. 
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AUSTRIA-HUNGARY. 


According to a memorandum furnished by H.M. Consul at Trieste, 
the Austrian-Lloyd Steamship Company con- 


pa acu template the construction of 11 new steamers. 
Austrian-Llova Of these, the steamer “Austria,” of large 
“ee ye tonnage, launched in May last, is already on 


her way to China with a full cargo. The 
steamer “Tyrol,” launched recently, will be ready in November. 
In their ship-yard there are at present under construction five 


other steamers: three of the type of the ‘“ Styria,” one of 4,400 


gross tonnage, with twin-screws, which will be named “ Africa,” 
and will be used for service on the South African Coast, presum- 
ably the East Coast, and another one. 

The “ Stabilimento Tecnino ” (shipbuilcing establishment) being 
very fully employed, have only been able to assume the con- 
struction of one steamer of large tonnage. 

To complete the total of 11 steamers, three should have been 
purchased ready in England, but as the English dockyards are 
full of work, it has been decided in view of the low freights now 
current and the fall in the prices of iron and coal, that these 
three steamers shall also be built in the two (Trieste) shipyards as 
soon as there may be room. ‘The Consul adds that work will, 
therefore, be assured in the Trieste dockyards (Austrian-Lloyd’s 
Arsenal and Stabilimento Tecnico), for some time to come. 


UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 

According to the “ Railway Age” (Chicago) of 11th inst., advance 
Rail ; sheets of the introduction to “ Poor’s Manual” 
onan. - for 1901, giving statistics of the railways in the 
: United States in 1900 have just been received. 
They show the length of railways completed on 31st December, 
1900, to be 194,321 miles, of which complete statistics are given 
for 188,339 miles. The net increase of mileage of all railways in 
the United States in the calendar year 1900, after deducting for 

roads abandoned, &c., is given at 3,504 miles. 


MEXICO. 


According to the Bulletin of the Bureau of the American Republics, 
ar it is announced in the “Semana Mercantil ” 

Projected New that; the Mexican Department of Public Works 
pe has contracted with an American syndicate for 
the construction of a railway from San Geronimo, a station on the 
Tehuantepec Railway, in the State of Oaxaca, to the frontier of the 
Republic of Guatemala. The construction of this line is of vital 
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importance to the commercial and agricultural interests of the 
State of Chiapas, through whose fertile and undeveloped territory 
it will have to pass. It will also be an additional link in that 
greatest of proposed iron highways, the Pan-American Railway. 
By means of this railway Central America will be placed in direct 
railway communication with Mexico and the United States, and will 
also have an outlet by water to the Atlantic Ocean via the port of 
Goatzacoalcos and to the Pacific Ocean from the western terminus 
of the Tehuantepec Railway. The rich agricultural region of 
Soconusco in the State of Chiapas will, it is said, derive great 
benefit from the construction of this road, and, when completed, the 
coffee shipments from that part of Mexico can be forwarded to the 
United States and Europe with but little delay and inconvenience. 
With these advantages it is hoped that Southern Mexico will be 
able to successfully compete in the markets of the world with Brazil 
in the sale of coffee. 


JAPAN. 
According to the “Japan Weekly Mail” of 28th ult., statistics 
have been published in Tokyo showing the 
growth of the Japanese mercantile marine 
during the past three years, from which the 
following particulars have been taken :—

A 
notable fact is that whereas the Japanese mercantile marine con- 
tained only one steamer of 5,000 tons or over in 1898, it has now 
21 vessels of that size. The enterprise of the Nippon Yusen 
Kaisha is, of course, largely responsible for these satisfactory 
statistics. With regard to the manning of these vessels the total 
crews number 15,327, among whom there are 314 foreigners,

Ifany English firm desiring to investigate 
this subject should send a representative to Greece to make explora- 
tions, the Department of Mines would offer him every facility, and 
would select persons to assist him. The firm would, however, 
have to bear all the expenses.

A formal investigation was held at Runcorn on the 17th and 18th 

inst. into the circumstances attending the 

explosion of a tube in a water-tube boiler used 

at the Castner Kellner Alkali Company’s Works 

on the 17th July last, and judgment was 
iven at Liverpool on the 19th inst. 

The Court found that the explosion was caused by overheating, 
whereby the tube became so weakened as to be unfit to withstand 
the pressure to which it was subjected. 

Two theories were advanced by the expert witnesses as to the 
cause of the overheating, viz. :— 

1. A coating of grease or greasy scale. 

2. Defective water circulation owing to the fierceness of the 
flame i impinging upon the tube. 

The Court were unable to find, as a fact, what was the cause Lof 
the overheating, but they were of opinion that it was caused by 
oily deposit in the tube. 

The Court were of opinion that all reasonable means had been 
taken by the Castner Kellner Alkali Company and their officers to 
ensure that the boiler was being worked under safe conditions. 

No order was made as to costs. 


Inquiries under 
the Boiler 
Explosions Act. 


A formal investigation was held at St. George’s Hall, Liverpool, 
on the 15th and 16th October, into the circumetane es attending 
the explosion of a steam pipe or boiler on board the British steam- 
ship ‘“*Hippomenes” of Liverpool, off Buenos Ayres, on the 11th 
April last, whereby loss of life ensued. 

The Court found that the explosion was caused by the imperfect 
aintieent of the flange to the pipe, the brazing only extending 
about +, in. from the top of the tlange. 

They’ were of opinion that the brazing was imperfect when the 
pipe was originally sent out from the coppersmiths, and that this - 
was owing toa slip or act of negligence on the part of their 
employés, but having regard to the time which had elapsed and 
to the tests which the pipe had withstood, the Court found that 
the explosion was not caused by the neglect of the coppersmiths. 

No order was made as to costs. 
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BRITISH INDIA. 


A report by the United States Consul at Bombay states that no 
matches are manufactured in India, they are all 
Match Trade. imported. The four countries in keenest com- 
petition for this trade are well known from the 
names printed on the familiar little safety-match boxes. Japan 
has, for the past six years or more, headed the list, with 
the Straits Settlements second and Belgium and Sweden 
following in the order named. The value of the match trade in 
India last year was nearly 40 lakhs of rupees (266,000/.), of which 
these four countries supplied about four-fifths. The remainder 
was furnished by Germany, Norway, England, and other countries. 
The great bulk of these matches consists of what is known as 
the “safety match.” In the interior and away from large centres 
of population the natives have long been accustomed to the old- 
fashioned sulphur matches, and by force of habit still use them. 
However, outside of this, the matches in general use are the 
“safety.” Sixty matches are put into each little box, which is 
stamped with the country of origin. Twelve of these boxes are 
wrapped in a blue paper-covered package; they retail in the 
bazaars of Bombay at 1 anna 6 pies (about 14d.) per package.

RUSSIA. 


The British Commercial Agent in Russia reports that the official 
Chi ‘*Messenger of Finance” of 16th/29th Septem- 

eval mese ber, 1901, publishes statistics with reference to 
Trade via Kiatka. pucso-Chinese trade via the Kiatka route 
during the first four months of 1901, for which period the trade 
between the two countries via Kiatka amounted to 850,363 roubles, 
or 89,9851., against 6,847,199 roubles or 724,5711. for the 
corresponding period of last year. ‘This decline in the trade via 
Kiatka was due to Chinese events hindering, and for some time 
altogether stopping, commercial intercourse in general. The 
decrease represents exclusively the fall in imports into Russia of 
Chinese goods, viz., from 6,468,941 roubles during the first four 
months of 1900 to 392,860 roubles in 1901, while Russia’s exports 
to China via Kiatka increased in their total value, viz., from 
378,258 roubles in 1900, to 457,504 roubles in 1901, an increase, 
however, solely due to a larger export of silver (from 5,135 roubles 
in 1900 to 351,802 roubles in 1901). ‘The goods thus exported are 
mostly sugar, deerhorn, leather, cotton plush, and stearine candles. 
The imports to Russia from China via Kiatka amounted for the same 
period to 392,860 roubles or 41,572/., against 6,468,941 roubles or 
684,544/. in the ccrresponding period of 1900. These under 
normal conditions consist mostly of tea, some silk and fur goods, 
as also undressed hides. 
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SPAIN. 


The United States Consul at Malaga, in a report dated 20th July 

last, states that the rapid development of the 
ee” cognac industry of Malaga is attracting con- 

siderable attention. For the first time, the 
famous French cognac of commerce has much to fear in this 
competition. That the Malaga cognac has many advantages is 
readily admitted. According to expert opinion, it is what the 
French cognac used to be before the great demand for that famous 
article resulted, as is alleged, in the practice of blending and 
consequent deterioration of the quality. The growth of the Malaga 
cognac industry is due to the absolute purity of the product. 
Nothing is so cheap in Spain as the delicious grapes from which 
the brandy is distilled, and the introduction of any foreign 
compound—such as alcohol of grain—-wou'd be infinitely more 
expensive than the exclusive use cf the grapes themselves. ‘The 
process of distillation is precisely the same as that used in the 
manufacture of the Fiench article. Indeed, all the machines in 
use came direct from Cognac. ‘The result, as above stated, is a 
cheaper yet absolutely pure product, which is finding an extensive 
market.

B.—Duly registered in Spain prior to 51st December, 1898, as 
a new trade mark in that country, not registered elsewhere or as 
a British trade mark, and such register has been duly recorded in 
Cuba, or is hereafter registered. 

C.—Duly registered in the United States Patent Office as a 
new or original trade mark, not registered elsewhere, or as a 
British trade mark, at any time, and the said registration has 
been or is recorded in Cuba under the privilege granted to national 
or foreign trade marks, registered at the United States Patent 
Office, by Circulars 12 and 21 dated 11th April and Ist June, 1899, 
issued by the Division of Customs and Insular Affairs, War 
Department, Washington, D.C. 

British trade marks not registered in Cuba may be protected 
by duly filing at the office of the Civil Governor of the Province of 
Havana, Cuba, either of the following documents :— 

A.—-An original certificate of registration of each British trade 
mark at the office of the Comptroller-General of Patents, Designs, 
and trade marks for Great Britain. 

B.—A certificate of registration prior to 3lst December, 1898, 
of British trade marks at the “ Ministerio de Fomento,” Madrid, 
Spain.

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D.—An application to secure in Cuba the registration of such 
names, labels and designs as Cuban trade marks, provided that

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THE COMMERCIAL INTELLIGENCE BRANCH 


OF THE 


BOARD OF TRADE. 


The Intelligence Branch of the Commercial Department of the Board of 
Trade has been established with a view to meet the constantly increasing 
demand for prompt and accurate information on commercial matters, so far as 
it can be met by Government action. In deciding to establish this new | 
branch, the Board of Trade were largely influenced by the recommenda- 
tions contained in the Report* of a Departmental Committee composed not 
only of representatives of the various Government Departments concerned, 
but also of prominent representatives of commercial interests, which was 
appointed in July, 1897. The Committee referred to was requested to 
consider and advise (1) as to the best means of collecting and of dissemi- 
nating among those interested prompt and accurate information upon 
commercial subjects, and (2) as to the collection of samples, especially 
of goods of foreign manufacture competing with British productions, and 
the exhibition ot such samples to manufacturers and traders in this 
country. As a result of their deliberations the Committee recommended 
under head (1) the establishment of a new office, under the Board of Trade, 
on lires which the Board have followed generally in the creation of the 
Intelligence Branch, and this Branch is consequently intended to become a 
certre at which information on all subjects of commercial interest shall 
be collected and focussed in a form convenient for reference. In addition, it 
is the duty of the Branch, as far as circumstances permit, to afford 
information in reply to all inquiries on commercial matters which may be 
addressed to it, whether written or verbal. 

The office, which is temporarily housed at No. 50, Parliament Street, 
London, S.W., was opened on the 23rd October, 1899; its principal officer 
(under the Controller-General of the Commercial, Statistical, and Labour 
Departments of the Board of Trade) being Mr. T. Worthington, who recently . 
acted as Special Commissioner to the Board in an inquiry into the condition 
and prospects of British trade in certain South American countries. The 
“Intelligence Branch” will endeavour, on application being made to it, to 
supply information with regard to the following subjects, viz. :—Commercial 
Statistics; Matiers relating to Foreign and Colonial Tariffs; Eacise and 
“ Consumption” duties; Port, Harbour, and Tonnage dues, and other charges on 
Shipping ; Customs Regulations ;.Consular Fees ; Forms of Certificates of Origin; 
Regulations concerning Commercial T'ravellers ; Trading Licenses; Foreign and 
Colonial Contracts open to Tender; Foreign and Colonial Bounties ; Lists of 
Firms abroad engaged in particular lines of business in different localities, &c., &e. 
An Inquiry Room, at which copies of official publications, directories, and 
other works of reference may be consulted, is reserved at the offices of the 
Branch for the convenience of personal applicants. 

The “ Board of Trade Journal” is the principal medium through which 
intelligence collected by the Branch and intended for general information is 
conveyed to the public. The Journal, which, up to the close of 1899, was 
issued monthly at the price of 6d., is now issued weekly at the price of 1d.
